
THE SCHOOL BONDS
The Torrance Herald, in its edition of May 16, editorially recoi 

mended a "No" vote on the proposal of the Los Angeles City Schoo 
to bond the district to the extent of $75,000,000.

This editorial pointed out that Torrance taxpayers will pay t 
Los Angeles some $1,500,000, plus interest over 25 years which w: 
equal half this amount, and Torrance will get very little, if anythint 
buck.

We asked the Los Angeles Board of Education three Questions:
1. What plans have you for spending in Torrance the mone 

you ask Torrance to provide?

2. Please state the projects which will benefit the people o 
Torrance in proportion to the amount of money which you intend i 
collect from Torrance people.

3. What has happened to the Torrance annual share of thi 
"cash and carry" building plan which you have been raising througl 
the yean?

We here present from Dr. Frank O. Evans, educational housini 
section and special bond committee of the Los Angeles Board o 
Education, an answer to questions Nos. I and 2, under Dr. Evans 
labeled subject: "Proposed School Buildings and Improvements ii 
Your Area" (as included in the forthcoming bond issue).

This is what Dr. Evans said that Torrance is going to get in 
return for its $1,500,000: "Fern Avenue school, modernize; Torrance 
elementary school, modernize."

Dr. Evans also said that Torrance high school will get a cafe 
teria, but we wish to 'call the attention of Dr. Evans and the people 
of Torrance to the fact that the cafeteria already had been'com­

mendations against the bonds are printed elsewhere in this edition, 
that the $4,000,000 "cash and carry" fund will be spent in addition 
to the $75.000,000, making a total of $79,000,000.

Dr. Evans mentions in his "proposed school buildings and im­ 
provements" for Torrance the Carson Street school modernization, 
but we point out that this is not in Torrance and the school was last 
year compeltely modernized.

He also mentions a new elementary school plant for this "area," 
but we likewise point out that it already has- been "placed" not in 
Torrance but in an area east of Torrance.

.Therefore, it would appear that the only benefit from the bond 
issue which Torrance will get for its $1,500,000 is modernization of 
Fern Avenue and Torrance elementary schools, perhaps $25,000 in all.

The first year, the bond issue will cost Torrance $50,00,0, plus 
interest.

The $75,000,000 bond issue will increase taxes in Torrance 21 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, which means Torrance will pay 
school taxes of -almost $2.30 per $100, starting next year if the 
bonds carry.

That will mean-that Torrance next year will give to Los Angeles 
city for running our schools approximately $530,000, plus state 
school support, raised on the basis of Torrance average daily attend­ 
ance, of more than $200,000. Los Angeles will get $730,000 from or 
on behalf of Torrance.

What will she spend here? All the information which we have 
been able to gather from available sources is that the cost of running 
the schools of Torrance does not exceed half of this amount.

Los Angeles will get $365,000 above its costs here: For what?
Here's a good chance to tell Los Angeles what we would like 

to have with "our" money which she takes, and keeps! 
  We want:

1. A new senior high school, complete with'separate boys' 
and girls' gymnasiums; auditorium; cafeteria; vocational and in­ 
dustrial art shops befitting the industrial community which Tor­ 
rance is; a stadium; swimming pool.  

2. Modernization of the present high school into a funior 
high school, complete with a new boys' gymnasium; cafeteria; 
necessary shops, etc; ,

3. A new elementary ichoo[ plimt to serve. North and W-ert ... 
Torrance.   -   *-WT.-

4. A Torrance Junior college.   '. 
We know that we can afford these, because already we are 

paying for them. Let no time be lost before we are able to have 
the spending of our own money for our own children, on our own 
independent school system.

It is significant that the progressive Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, usually in the forefront promoting the development of 
schools and other public institutions, has seen fit to recommend a 
"No." vote on the $75,000,000 school bond issue. We are happy 
to see the United Taxpayers, Inc., of Los Angeles, the highly re­ 
spected and fair-minded California Taxpayers Association and the 
Los Angeles Citizens' budget committee fighting this improper $75,- 
000,000 school bond issue and we urge all to read adjoining articles 
on this subject by these organizations.

As far as the City of Los Angeles is concerned, there is ample 
time and opportunity to correct the situation, and submit a smaller 
bond issue at either the August or November elections. Instead of 
attempting to finance, a ten-year construction program at this time, 
we believe, with Los Angeles, that the bond issue should be pared 
down to the actual requirements of the next two or three years, 
and re-submitted at either the August or November elections. With 
building costs at an all-time petik, this is not the appropriate time 
to engage in a long-range building program.

When you go to the polls Tuesday, it will be necessary to ask 
for a school ballot in addition to the regular primary election ballot. 
We recommend that Torrance voters "ask" for the school ballot and 
vote "No" on the school bonds.

"We feel that the Uniform 

ullding Code, under which ydur 
Ity and our Jurisdiction both 
perate. Is the most satisfactory

building code in general use 
over the entire United States 
at the present time. The re­ 
quirements must of necessity, 
and actually are, minimum re­ 
quirements for health and safety 
of the public, and we feel that 
we would jeopardize the develop­ 
ment of Los Angeles County if 
we lowered the standards below 
such minimum.
